BEGIN TEXT: MR. CHAIRMAN, I AM PLEASED TO HAVE THE 
OPPORTUNITY TO DISCUSS HUMAN RIGHTS. 

- THE U.S. GOVERNMENT'S CURRENT STAND ON THIS ISSUE HAS 
CAPTURED UNIVERSAL ATTENTION AND WIDE APPROVAL AT HOME AND 
ABROAD. TRADITIONAL AMERICAN IDEALS NOW EMBODIED IN INTER- 
NATIONAL LAW AND PRINCIPLES HAVE AGAIN FOUND A PROMINENT 
AND RIGHTFUL PLACE IN OUR FOREIGN POLICY. THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION'S COMMITMENT IS DEEP AND LONGTERM, AS IT MUST BE. WE 
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MUST WORK TO MAKE IT A REALITY IN OUR EOREIGN POLICY AS 
QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE, BUT WE MUST ALSO WORK CAREFULLY AND 
WELL. 

- WITH THIS IN MIND, WE HOPE TO DEVELOP A COMPREHENSIVE, 

WELL-CONSIDERED HUMAN RIGHTS POLICY EOR GUIDANCE IN A WHOLE

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- THERE IS NO QUESTION IN MY MIND THAT HUMAN RIGHTS
